CHICAGO, . Sept. 7.—Arthur, | better 
known in the baseball world as “‘Bugs’’ 
Raymond, former pitcher with the St. 
Louis and New York (National League) 


baseball teams, was found dead in his 


rooms in a downtown hotel at noon to- 
day. 

A Coroner's physician said that Ray- 
mond'’s death was due to heart disease, 
which had been aggravated by the ex- 
cessive heat. . 

Raymond had been stopping at the 
hotel since Tuesday. Yesterday after- 
noon about 3 o'clock he. went -to-his 
room. As he did so he said: “I'm about 
‘all in’ with this heat.’’ He was not seen 
about the hotel last night and today a 
maid discovered Raymond’s body. 

Raymond made his debut as a big 
league pitcher in St. Louis, being 
brought here by Manager McCloskey 
of the Cardinals in 1907. In that 
season and the one following he, 
pitched sensational ball for the team, 
ene of his most notable perform- 
ances being that in which he held 
the CHicago Cubs to a single hit in 
nine innings, 

Raymond went to the New York 
Giants in 1909, where his eccentric 
ways kept him in constant trouble 
with Manager McGraw. The next 
year he had the unenviabie distinc- 
tion of being the only ball player 
constantly under care of a guard. 
McGraw hired a Pinkerton detective 
to keep close by Raymond, but de- 
spite this watchfulnesg the pitcher 
often went on rampages. Finally 
McGraw lost all patience and sus- 
pended him after the 1911 training 
trip. 


HAD BAD PAINS, $1 AND 
19 KNIVES IN STOMACH 


CHICAGO, Bent. 7.—When physicians 
operated upon John Martiner at the 
County Hospital tuday to learn what had 
caused “‘terrible pains in his stomach,’’ 
they found 19 pocket knives, 17 nails, 
five knife blades, a dozen screws and a 
silver dollar. 

“All of the articles were lodged in a 
corner of the stomach,” said the sur- 
geon who operated. “An ulcer had 
formed and the man would have died 
within a month.” 

Ten of the knives had been bone 
randled, but the bone had been dis- 
solved by gastric juices. The wooden 
handled knives were intact. The silver 
aullar swallowed 10 years ago, was 
bright, the juices of the stomach hav- 
ing kept it highly polished. Seme of the 
knife blades were rusty.

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MILK SO SCARCE 
THAT DEALERS AR 
CUTTING ORDER 


Dry Pastures and Plague of 
Flies Cause Shortage in 
Supply Reaching the City. 





SHIPPING ZONE EXTENDED 


Dairy Company Official Says 
Riders Are Out Day and Night 
Seeking Supply Sold at Loss. 


The supply of milk in St. Louis is 80 
short that dealers are cutting orders 
from quarts to pints, and abandoning 
some routes altogether. : 

The cause is said to be the extremely 
fnot and dry weather which has dried 


‘up the grass and decreased the. supply 


of milk. Another cause for the shortage 
is the files, which were never worse in 
the country, and are annoying the cows 
so much that they give only about half 
as much rallk as usual. 

At the St. Louls Dairy Saturday the 
statement was made that unless weather 
conditions improve at once the short- 
age will be much greater. 

‘We have men riding night and day,”’ 
an official of the company said, ‘looking 
for additional supplies of milk. We have 
reduced deliveries about half and are 
trying to divide the milk so all can get 
some. Incidentally we are paying much 
more for milk in the gountry than we 
are selling it for here. If the customers 
will be patient. we will do the best we 
can to get a supply of milk, but the 
prospects are that the supply next week 
will be the smallest ever known.”’ 

Nearly all of the milk sold in St. Louis 
comes fron INinois,.~most of it from 
farms within 40 miles of the city. Since 
the supply became short, miik has been 
slipped in from a 100-mile radius, ‘ut 
beyond the usual zone not many cows 
are kept.

Third International Aviation 
Contest in America Expected 
to Set New Marks. 


UTILITY TO BE TESTED 


Speed of Machines Has Doubled 
Since First Series of Trials 
| in 1909. 





By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—America’s third 
international aviation meet, which opens 


“Monday, will establish a new mark for 


America in the number of aviators of 
international fame entered. Chief of 
these are the pilots of the foreign and 
American racers who compete in the 
Gordoh- Bennett world’s championship 
neroplane race, the first event of the 
meet. 

The meeting embraces dally monoplane 
and biplane handicap races, a scratch 
biplane and monoplane race which is 
designed to give further demonstration 
of the skill of the Gordon Bennett driv- 
ers, and a 4#-kilometer race for all 
types, handicapped. Other contests are 
vomb and mail throwing, accuracy land- 
ing contests from heighta of .1000 feet 
without a motor and similar events in 
which skill of the operator is tested. 

Fourth Match in World. 

This is the fourth time aeroplanes have 
been matched for the world’s cham- 
pionship, as typified by the $10,000 silver 
t.ophy given by James Gordon ~cnnett 
in 1908 to be contested for annually by 
licensed pilots of the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale. 

Twice before, a sinsle American en- 
trant has driven his aeroplane ahead 
of his competitors and bfought the sil- 
ver trophy to America. Glenn H. Cur- 
ties was the first winner, at Rheims, 
France, Aug. 28, 1909. His biplane fin- 
ished the 12.4 mile race in 15m. 50s., or 
looked-for 
winner, Louis Bleriot’s monoplane. 
There were five starters but only four 
c) the flyers were able to cover the dis- 
tance, which then was considered an 
almost impossible journey for an aero- 
plane. “, 

In New York, on the Belmont Park 
aerodome, the second contest was ‘held. 
The course had been lengthened to 100 


kilometers (62.14 miles), and Claude Gra-. 


hame Whits, England’s best-known air- 
man, won in 7m. 4s., in the first’ 100- 
horsepower Bleriot monoplane built. Al- 
fred ‘Lablanc of France led in the race 
{. a silimar machine, up to the last 
lap of the field, when he ran out of 
gasoline and in landing crashed into a 
telegraph pole and smashed his aero- 
plane. 7 

Grahame White's victory took the 
trophy to England, where -it was con- 
tested for in 1911 on the Isle of Sheppy 
at Eastchurch, July 1. Charles Terres 
Weymann, sole American entrant again, 
went up in a 10-horsepower Nieuport 
monoplane and captured the _ trophy. 
His time for the 150 kilometers was 81m. 
$6s., a speed of 78 miles an hour, then a 
world’s record. Lablanc, again after the 
world championship, had to content him- 
self with second, bsing two minutes 
slower than Weymann. 

Speed alone determines the winner, 
there being no restriction on the con- 
struction of the aeroplane. Because of 
the high speeds attained few aviators 
have cared to enter, and in the three 
events held previously, a total of only 13 
entrants appears on the lists. 

This year the race has been lengthened 
tc 200 kilometers (124 miles), and @the 


_ourse was laid out as an elipse of 4.14 


rifles, requiring 30 laps to complete the 
races. In the French elimination trials 
Jules Vedrines made a speed of 106 
miles an hour. 

Six nations are competing—America, 
Engiend, France, Holland, Belgium and 
Switserland. France designated Ve- 
Grines and Maurice Prevost pilots of 
Deperdussin monoplanes, and Andre 
Frey, who drives a Hanriot monoplane, 
as its representatives. Encland had 
named Claude Grahame-White, Gustave 
Hamel and George Dyott, but it was not 
certain until the last minute just who 
would make the actual flights. 

Belgian Entrant Dies. 

Belgium's representative, Charles 
Morok, died of typhoid fever a few days 
before the race, and Jan Wynmalen, 
‘who was to represent Holland, was so 
disappointed in the showing of his Oertz 
monoplane he withdrew. Edmund Aude- 
mara, Switzerland's representative, was 
not certain of entering, and, as for 
America, the choice of pilot will not be 
definitely settled until the day before 
the race. An American defender is pre- 
pared to carry a 160-horsepower motor, 
the largest aero motor ever designed. 

The hydroaeroplane, or airboat, avia- 
tion contests are the first ever held, 
outside of the military competitions hold 
in France for selection of Government 
machines. The contests must continue 
five days, during which races and con- 
tests are evolved to demonstrate 
how the multi-use machine may be 
gilded on the water, be raised into the 
air and flown as a flying craft.

NEW REGIMENTS

Movement in Response to Call 
for Reinforcements Ap-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The War 


Department today ordered two more 
regiments of cavalry to the Mexican 
border. Gen. Wood, Chief of Staff,

The War Department is considering a

This step was taken during the Indian 
troubles in Arizona and New Mexico in 
the seventies and sighties. 

While the Mexican Government al- 
ready has begun negotiation through its 
embassy for permission to send its 
troops through Texas and Arizona to 
the State of Sonora, ‘such a request may 
not b2 pressed because of heavy rever- 
sals suffered by the rebels m that sec- 
tion. Word, was received at the em- 
bassy today that sufficient troops were 
at Nogales and Cananea to protect 
American life and property. 


FIVE MEXICANS 
KILLED IN U. S. 


Band of 25 Rebels Reported to 
Have Been Routed by 13 
American Troopers. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., Sept. 7.—Mexican 
rebels crossed the boundary and were 
engaged by United States soldiers on 
the Lang ranch 80 miles east of Doug- 
las, according to a report received here.

one of the Mexicans, it is reported. 

The rebels are believed to be of the 
command of Inez Salazar, whose men 
also engaged American soldiers below 
Hachita, N. M., farther to the east.

Henry Schmidt of Belleville Was 
in 3 Wrecks, Mule Kicked 
Him, Throat Cut. 


A picturesque career, which had been 
threatened many times by accidents, 
came to an end when Henry Schmidt, 
62 years old, an itinerant cobbler, was 
killed by a Collinsville car near Edge- 
mont, Friday afternoon. Schmidt was 


knocked from a trestle and fell 45 feet 
to the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
tracks. He was alive when picked up, 
but died when being taken to a hos- 
pital. 

Schmidt’s acquaintances in Belleville,

His son, Fred Schmidt, was killed 
by a street car in St. Louis five years | 
ago, they said. 

Schmidt was an excellent cobbler 
and his services usually were in great 
demand, but his use of liquor inca- 
pacitated him for work much of the 
time, hig acquaintances said. Among 
his friends in Belleville he was 
known as “Schuster Montag,” two 
German words meaning “Shoemaker 
Monday.” The reason for this, they 
explained, was that he almost invari- 
ably extended his Sunday celebration 
so far that he was unable to work 
Monday. 

Widow in St. Louis. 


Schmidt claimed French Village, a 
suburb of East St. Louis, as his home, 
but spent most of his time going from 
one town to another. His wife, from 
whom he had been separated % years, 
resides at 2419 North Fifteenth street, 
St. Louis. His two daughters, 
William Guemmer and Mrs. Charles 
Barbour, also reside in St. Louis, it was 
said by friends. 

Schmidt was a brother-in-law of Henry 
Hermann, a Belleville blacksmith. Her- 
mann said Schmidt's last visit to the 
Hermann home was about a year ago. 
Since then relatives have known little 
of his whereabouts, Hermann said.

I did not 
suppose anyone was watching me until 
a man touched me on the arm in the 
elevator and asked me to come to the 
office.

road engineer, as one of seVeral victims, 
who are said to have bsen slain by 
poison, were revealed before Judge John 
E. Owens in,the County Court when 
Mrs. Ethel Parker, known as “Frankie 


Ford,” took the stand and for the first 
time in court told her story of Mess- 
maker’s death. 

While she was on the stand a dozen 
Deputy United States Marshals, acting 
cn information furnished by Miss Vir- 
ginia Brooks, raided a number of resorts 
in West Hammond in search for viola- 
ters of the white slavs law. Six women 
were arrested and search is being madc 
for two nten for whom warrants have 
heen issued. 

Thinks Drink Killed Him. 

Mrs. Parker told of the black bottle 
which she said Henry Foss, keeper of a 
resort, always had back of the bar and 
declared that in her opinion a drink 
was given to Messmaker out of this 
decanter the morning of the day he died 

She declared that on one occasion Foss 
said he would ‘“fix’’ Messmaker if he 
did not keep away. The woman hinted 
that perhaps jealousy might have had 
something to do with Messmaker’s 
death. 

Among other things Mrs. Parker tes- 
tified that she overheard a conversa- 
tion between Dr. Andrew Hoffman, the 
physician who was‘ summoned to at- 
tend Messmaker shortly before the latter 
died, and Foss. 

“A bottle, known as the ‘dope bottle,’ 
was always kept behind Foss’ bar,’ she 
testified. “Once I overheard a conver- 
sation between the doctor and Foss 
about the bottle. I heard Foss say to 
Dr. Hoffman: “That’s pretty good dope, 
doctor. Mix me up another bottle of 
it.’ se 

The woman admitted that she was 
the companion of Messmaker on the 
night before he died. 

“One of the drinks taken by Méess- 
maker in Foss’ place gagged him,” she 
testified, “and I smelled it. It smelled 
more like gasoline than whisky. I don’t 
know who served that drink. It was 
served through a hole in the door.”’ 


Woman Reformer Tesfifies, 

Miss Virginia Brooks took the wit- 
ress stand and related the  circum- 
stances leading up to the death of Mess- 
maker, asserting that Mrs. Parker had 
been in the victim’s company for many 
rours prior to his death. This testimony 
was heard by the Court that he might 
decide. whether the woman should be re- 
leased on a bond or held without bail. 
Miss Brooks, who is the complainant in 
the warrant charging the woman with 
the murder, was examined at length 
by the Court. 

At the conclusion of the proceedings 
the bonds of Mrs. Parker were fixed at 
$15,000 and further hearing of testimony 
was continued until Sept. 13,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Officials of 
the State Department have become

RANSAS IN FEAR OF 
MENINGITIS PLAGUE 
RUM SICK HORSES 


Five Thousand Animals Die, 
Cattle Becoming Affected, 
Farm Work Left Undone. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 7.—Gov. Stubbs 


has appealed to President* Taft for 
Government aid in combating the dis- 
ease now thought to be similar to spinal 
meningitis which has killed over 5000 
horses in Kansas. He declared in his 
telegram that the Department of Agri- 
culture had received the report of the 
situation with “unpardonable neglect or 


indifference.”’ 

Cattle are dying in great numbers in 
several Western Kansas counties from 
a disease believed to be the same mys- 
terious infection that has been killing 
horses, according to reports received. to- 
day by J. H. Mercer, State Livestock 
and Sanitary Commissioner. Two veter- 
inarians were sent into the infected 
district to ascertain whether the disease 
is the same. 

Farmer Attending Horse Dies. 

The district in which horses are in- 
fected has spread from eight to 26 coun- 
ties. Dr. S. J. Crumbine, secretary of 
the Kansas Board of Health, and Dr. A. 
L. Skoog of Kansas City, @ meningitis 
expert, were expected to arrive in Jet- 
more today to investigate a report that 
a farmer had died with symptoms of 
meningitis after attending an infected 
horse. 

A general plague of meningitis is 
feared if it is found that germs from 
the afflicted horses can cause the dis- 
ease in humans. 

“The State Agricultural College bac- 
teriologists have found diplococci in the 
blood of the dead horses,” said Dr. 
Crumbine. 

Cause of Meningitis. 

“A certain variety of diplococci causes 
meningitis in humans. We are going to 
find out whether the germ found in the 
horses is the variety that afflicts hu- 
mans. If it is, the situation is a menace 
to the citizens.” 

The plague has reached as far east as 
Riley County, and the army veterina- 
rians have established a quarantine pro- 
bibiting.the bringing of any horses on 
the military reservation. Yort Riley is 
wholly a cavalry and artillery post, 
and there are more than 1500 horses 
and mules there. 

The great mortality among horses has 
created a serious situation in Western 
Kansas, hundreds of farmers being left 
without animals to do necessary fall 
work. 

Because of fear that new horses 
would catch teh disease and die, the 
farmers are afraid to buy other ani- 
mais. Meantime fall crops are going un- 
harvested and very little ploying or 
planting of spring wheat is being done. 

An autopsy performed at Dodge City 
on a horse which died of the mysterious 
disease, revealed a bucketful of tiny 


rms in the itnestines. 
ieee owners are dosing their horses 
with turpentine and oils in an effort to 
kill the intestinal worms.

Mrs. Ida Moran Fired Three 
Times .at Man in Lot Next 
to Her Home. 


Mrs. Ida Moran of 4475 ‘Penrose street 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
how she shot three times at a man who 
persisted in annoying her while she was 
at work in her kitchen Friday after- 
noon.

“I was alone in my home Friday 
morning when I heard a-man whistling 


im a lot adjoining our home,’’ Mrs. Mo- 
ran said. ‘“‘When I looked out of the 
window he motioned at me. I told him 
tu gO away, but he would not. Finally, 
I got a baseball bat and chased him 
away. He left his coat, which I got and 
brought into the house. 


Got Revolver at Noon. 

“In the afternoon while I was at work 
in the kitchen he returned. My husband 
had come home at noon and when I 
told him what had happened he got 
out the revolver. When the stranger 
come back I got the revolver and went 
into the back yard. I dropped my hand 
over the fence, taking deliberate aim 
at the man, who apparently was not 
expecting such a move. 

“I pulled the trigger, and think I 
would have hit him if I had not for- 
gotten my husband always keeps one 
blank cartridge in the revolver to avoid 
accidents about the house. If I had 
turned the cylinder before I pulled the 
trigger, I think there would have been 
work for the police. 

“Before I could again take aim and 
shoot he was running fast. I shot 
three times. He yelled as I fired the 
second shot. I think I must have 
wounded him. I do not see how I could 
have missed him.”’ 

Man Neatly Dressed, 

Mrs. Moran said the stranger was 
young and neatly dressed. He wore a 
light suit of clothes, a blue shirt and a 
black felt hat. Mrs. Moran’s three chil- 
dren, Leonard, 12; Regina, 7, and Flor- 
ence, 5, were at school. Her husband is 
a motorman. 

Mrs. Katharine Lange, living in an 
adjoining house, said she saw a man 
binding up the injured arm of another’ 
man answering the description of the) 
stranger as given by Mrs. Moran. The 
two men were at the end of the Lee 
evenue car line when she saw them, 
Mrs. Lange said. She thinks the stran- 
ger with the injured arm was hit by one 
of Mrs. Moran’s bullets.

Vitness Says First. Wife of Sec- 
_ond Wife’s Victim Declared 


Poisoned Her. 


SHREVEPORT, La, Sept. 7.—Evi- 
dence tending to show a third myst - 


rious death in connection with the kill- 
ing of Charles C. Bailey at Metcalf, 
La., Monday night, for which Al Wat- 
sr. and Mrs. Bailey are in jail here, 
was unearthed when Richard Wilcox, a 
tinner of Shreveport, told Sheriff Flour- 
ney that Balley was accused by his first 
wife of having contrived her death by 
poisoning.

These investments, or speculations, 
Severance asserted, were made in con- 
formity to a general plan of financial 
campaign mapped out by the Board of 
Trustees of the college at a meeting at 
the Union Club of Cleveland. Among the 
trustees present besides Severance. were 
H. C, Ford and H. H. Johnson of Cleve- 
land. 

“In other words, the college ‘plays the 
market?’ said Mr. Hazrodt. 

“You can call it that if you will,” 
said Mr. Severance, with a show of an- 
ge:. “The college needs all the money 
it can get, 80 extensive are its chari- 
ties.

FIFTEEN MICHIGAN 
CONVICTS BEATEN: 
SEVERAL FAINT 


Men Chained Over Barrels and 
Floggeds With Salted Sheets 
on Their Backs. 





JACKSON, Mich.. Sept. 7.—Fifteen 
convicts were flogged in the prison Fri- 
day for activity in the recent revolt 
against discipline. Two. are said to 
have been whipped until they fainted. 
The information came from a State sol- 
dier. He said: 

“A barrel was placed upon a ladder, 
which lay flat upon the floor. Each: 
prisoner was made to strip his back 
and lie with his face down across the 
barrel. About his wrists were placed 
handcuffs and his arms were stretched 
out in front and fastened to the ladder. 
Leg irons were placed on his ankles and 
his feet were stretched out behind. 

“A gag was placed in the mouth of 
every one except a big, husky fellow 
who, I was told, works in the engine 
room as a stoker. A salted sheet was 
spread over the bare back and the blows 
ranged from 10 to 3. A guard did the 
whipping, and he was exhausted when 
the day’s stunt was over. One fellow 
got the gag out of his mouth and plead- 
ed for mercy. The flesh was badly cut 
up, especially on those with thin skins. 

“Two fellows fainted and another was 
almost ‘all in’ when he was taken off 
the barrel. When those fellows sweoned 
away the whipping stopped until they 
recovered. 

“One of the guards told me that all 
three of the fellows who were taken to 
the hospital came around all right. This 
guard also said that all were tied on 
their cell floors with their faces down, 
to prevent them from getting what little 
comfort they could in soothing their 
backs with their hands.” 

John Miller, ar employe of a tile 
company, wandered inside the “dead 
line” fixed by soldiers guarding a dyna- 
mite magazine three miles from the 
prison and was shot through the head. 
He is mortally wounded. The soldier 
explained that he believed Miller in- 
tended to steal dynamite.

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PLUTOCRATIC PARTNERSHIP. 


The latest batch of Archbold letters made public 
by William -R. Hearst, and printed in Friday’s 
Post-Dispatch, shows why the Standard, Steel, Su- 
gar and other trusts were so generous in cam-~- 
paign contributions to the Republican party. 

With letters from Mr. Archbold promptly and 
graciously sending $5000 and $10,000 checks in re- 
sponse to requests for contributions to campaign 
funds we find urgent requests for the appointment 
of men acceptable to Standard Oil interests to the 
highest positions on the bench. : 

In one case Mr. Archbold plainly states in a let- 
ter to Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania the qualifica- 
tion which he thought rendered his candidate emi- 
nently fit for the Supreme bench; it was “familiar- 
ity with all that pertains to the great industry 
of oi] and gas.” He wanted an oil and gas Judge 
on the Supreme bench of the State to write sat- 
isfactory decisions in oi] and gas cases. 

The history of Standard Oil is full of instances 
in which- oil men on the bench, in executive of- 
fice and in legislatures were invaluable instru- 
ments in serving the monopolistic and oppressive 
The vast Standard Oil 
Trust was built up through the favor of public 
officials and the discrimination of railroads which 
could not have been gained without official favor. 

Looking at the revelations of the campaign con- 
tributions of great corporations in the large, with- 
out reference to particular persons, their signifi- 
cance is clear as day. They disclose the partner- 
ship between the Government and the interests of 
privilege and monopoly. They bring into vivid 
light the bond between the plutocrat and his of- 
ficial] tool. 

The plutocratic Interests supplied the money 
with which to carry elections and obtained ample 
compensation in tainted executives and legislators 
who supplied them with legal privileges and in 
tainted judges who interpreted the laws for their 
benefit. 

Iniquitous tariff laws were the direct results of 
the partnership between the Republican party and 
the protected interests. : 

The monopolistic trusts were built by favors.and 
privileges granted by Republican administrations 
in return for campaign funds. 

Would the protected interests have received one 
favor if they had rebelled against the “fat friers?”

Would the Morgan interests have been desig- 
nated as “so friendly to us” by Mr. Roosevelt if 
they had refused to help out the slush funds?

For years the Republican party has maintained 
this partnership with favored interests which have 
prospered on public oppression beyond the dream 
of avarice. : 

It was maintained during the McKinley adniin- 
istration; it was maintained during the Roosevelt 
administration; it was maintained during the Taft 
administraton.

Col. Roosevelt proposes to maintain it in a new 
and more dangerous form—he proposes to legalize 
private monopoly and to give it Government au- 
thority.

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ST. LOUIS’ MUNICIPAL COAL MINE. 

After the rejection of two bond issues, and just 
at the moment when we are most baffled by the 
uncertainties of an ambitious and necessary proj- 
ect of municipal improvement, a deposit of ex- 
cellent coal is discovered in Forest Park. The 
mine is opened with a ready-made policy of con- 
servation of natural resources in force. Dozens 
of tons of coal have already been taken out un- 
der that policy to serve as city fuel. Forest Park 
cannot be sold or alienated. No trust can ab- 
scrb this mine. Title to it must remain in the 
city. 

We will lease this mine at the handsome royalty 
per ton that will be easily obtainable for coal 
that does not have to pay a bridge arbitrary, or 
better still, we will work it under a plan of mu- 
nicipal operation as well as ownership. The 
profits, of course, will be devoted to, the construc- 
tion of the free bridge approach. 
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A fraction of the energy expended in West Vir- 
ginia by Gov. Glasscock, Bull Mooser, in oppress- 
ing strikers under martial law might save that 
State the disgrace of lynch law on an innocent 
man.

; RINEING water is said to be con- 
tanimated when there is found 
in it an axcess of vegetable mat- 
ter and ammonia. It is not the 

vegetable matter nor the ammonia that 

makes the water unhealthful and un- 
wholesome for human consumption.,; 

Their presence in water, however, is a 

warning or danger signal that minute 

veegtable germs may be present, in it. 

Among these germs may be some that 

are responsible for disease. There are 

a number of germs living in water that 

cause diseases in man. But the most 

important one for our climate is the 
germ which causes typhoid fever. 

In the larger cities or towns of the 
United States the importance of the 
water problem has long since been recog- 
nized. Scientific filteration of the water 
supply and a scientific disposal of the 
sewage have practically rid the inhabi- 
tants of the fear of contracting this 
severe disease. But in the rural districts 
and in the farm country the danger of 
contaminated water remains almost as 
great as formerly. 

A well or spring may have communl- 
cation with a source of pollution many. 
miles away. This is particularly true 
where the landscape is mountainous or 
hilly. For here the sewage of one lo- 
eality on a higher level may trickle 
down into and contaminate the water 
supply of another situated on a level 
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tion season in the fall. , ae oe 
Very frequently at the end of r 
there appear outbreaks of 
fever among persons who have 
from the countryr This disease is 
dreaded and all efforts should be made 
to avoid it. Under the best of care and 
treatment some persons cannot with- 
stand the effects of the typhoid ‘polsoa 
and must succumb to the disease, = 
It does not mean, however, that per 
sons must stay away from the country.
